GREAT SPEECH OK HECKER. 


[Correspondence of the Press and Tr bune.} 

Gaena, Oct, 25, 1858, 
Hecker, the great German patriot and orator, 
has visited us, and our patriotic German friends 
have been aroused to the highest pitch of en- 
thusiasm in the great cause of liberty. Ali sunt- 
able arrangements were made by the German 
triends to receive their distinguished country- 
man. On his arrival on Tuesday evening he 
was met at the cars by a large committee, who 
escorted him to the residence of Mr. Wash- 
burne, the Representattve in Congress from this 
district, whose guest he was during his stay. 
On yesterday the Galena Turners’ Society, es- 


compliment of waiting upon him in a body at his 


ator of the society, Mr. Stene, to whom Hecker 
responded in a few eloquent and feeling remarks 
which were received with great enthusiasm. 
But the crowning glory of the occasion of the 
visit was in the evening. An immense torcb- 
light procession, headed by Scribner’s splendid» 
band, formed at the “‘ Holy Quarter,’”’ and es- 
corted Hecker to the Court House, and never 
before in our city has such a scene been pre- 
nted. 

The Germans from the city and county, 
and many ‘from Dubuque, turned out to 
hear the eloquent champion of civil and religious 
liberty, and our Court Room, one of the largest 
in the State, was literally packed and crammed 
by earnest and enthusiastic men. On‘ the ap- 
pearance of Hecker he was greeted with nine 
cheers, which about lifted the roof of the Court 
House. After an’ introduction by Mr. Fricke, 
the President of the German Republican Club, 
Hecker took the stand, and for two hours en- 
chained the vast audience by one of the ablest, 
most profound and most eloquent German 
speeches ever heard in Galena, or elsewhere. 
The speech aroused all the enthusiasm of the 
German character, and cheer after cheer went 
up as the great orator laid bare the villainjes and 
outrages of the bogus Democracy, and elucida- 
ted the glorious principles of the great Republi- 
canparty. At the close of the speech, the meet- 
ing was wild with excitement.and enthusiasm, 
and the plaudits which followed must have con- 
vinced all that the great German heart pulsates 
nobly for liberty in Galena and old Jo Daviess. 
After Hecker closed his speech, Jomnw H. Ap- 
pas, Republican candidate for Senator, was 
called upon and spoke briefly in German, defin-

To-night we were aj - 
pealed to on behalf of a cla. - who were weak 
---not by absolute weakness, bat by the degrad- 
ation of society. A woman in her own sphere 
as wife or mother, was the noblest thought 
ever expressed by God cn earth, [Cheers.] 
But a weman fallen and lost—e woman 
out of her sphere was the saddest thing on 
angels. No such co on was or 
woman. She was quite eyual to the angels. 
There could be little said of meet'ngs like 
this if all women had husbands, But man 
could not have them, either through their 
own fault or somebody else’s. We educate 
our boys. Aman must go dowa toward pov- 
eaty in tL's country as he ould fall through - 


and had a chance to.catch at every one and 
save himself. And what did we educate a 

woman for? We educated her to be married. 
{[Laughter.] Tobe sure she was taught to 
and she was taught to sew—thank

In taiscity the number | 
of women, mostly single women, in 
industrial pursuits, was incredible to 
Miss Po-vell, whore enlightened philant.iropy | 
had been at ‘the root of this movement, bad 
informed him that there could not be less 
than eighty thourand women directly em- 
in manufactrring.
